Hankow, and before thirty days. are 
complete the south-east has bee 
recapt A settlement of the entire 
situation is within sight. 

Shanghai, the great port of open 
trade, is the commanding position of 
the north and south, and is especially 
‘a point where there must be military 
. Fortunately relying upon the 
obedience of the military to orders, and 
the single mind of the populace, the 
place was snecessively regained by 
November 4. Our brothers are of 
opinion that there is much need of a 
chief of responsibility in the weighty 
of the Military Government. 
Mei, thongh incompetent, has been 
publicly elected by the ” military, 
stadents, notables and merchants to 
bear the responsibility of the duty of 
local_generalissimo. I have refused it, 
but I have not received their assent to 
my doing so, 40 L am forced into its' 
diffiew ‘To-day I have begun duty.

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Irregular Arresta. and Carrying 
Arms.—The following general wotice 
has been issued by the Counc 


[Zranslation.] 


In view of the present administrative 
crisis throughout China, and particularly 
to the course of events in the Shanghai 
City and other districts which border 
upon the Settlement, the Council is 
taking constant precautions to preserve 
order within Settlement limits. The 
Chinese public is therefore notified that 
inside the Settlement there will not be 
the least modification of standing pro- 
cedure affecting Chinese residents. No 
arrest is permitted without the proper 
warrant of the Mixed Court, and no 
warrant or summons will be issned hy 
the Court except through the medium 
of the Municipal Police, who will be 
responsible for execution, Warrants 
and Summonses issued from ontside the 
Settlement will be sent as heretofore to 
the Mixed Court, whereafter the Muni- 
cipal Police will be responsible for ex- 
ecution in accordance with the above 
formalities. If any body without au- 
thority attempts the molestation or 
intimidation of any resident in the 
Settlement, or attempts the extortion 
of money or valuables or commits similar 
‘abuses, the Chinese in question should 
proceed to the nearest Police Station 
and make a statement of the circam- 
stances in detail, whereupon his assailant 
will be arrested and the case brought to 
‘the Mixed Court for investigation and 
punishment. 

No Chinese resident is permitted 
under any pretence to carry offensive or 
defensive arms such as guns, pistols, 
daggers, loaded sticks, slung shots, 
knives or any weapon of like character 
under penalty of arrest and detention, 

Residents are expected one and all to! 
take note that any Chinese resident in 
the Settlement if accused must first be 
examined at the Mixed Court, and that. 
his removal by any person from the 
Settlement otherwise is illegal. 

In the event of any conduct of tl 
kind in contravention of the Regulations,
